share of burdens but rather to insure that no class will be 
left an avenue of escape from these.

ENIN'S appeal for famine relief is cleverly 


phrased. It shows that the dictatorship 


Joes not forget political effect even in the face 
of the appalling possibilities of the Volga fam- 
ine, the Chicago Tribune states. It is, there- 
fore, a warning to us to see to'it that the bol- 
shevik organization does not misapply Ameri- 
can relief. 
' 


Lenin's appeal suggests that he may pass 


off this relief as a spontaneous contribution of 
proletarian sympathizers and as encouraging 
evidence of the growth of communist senti- 
ment abroad. With the Russian press domin- 
ated or suppressed he can put forth any dis- 
tortion of the i'act and with his ethics 
would 


not hesitate to {lo so. We may be sure the bol- 
shevik government will appropriate as much 
of the credit for relief as it caa get away with. 
If the peasants can be made to believe that the 
Lenin regime has been able to get aid from the- 
"oppressed masses" of capitalist America and 
Europe, bolshevism will strengthen its waning 
prestige. 


We have also to consider that the bolshe- 


vik policy has been and is to take care of bol- 
shevists, not of anti-bolshevists. It is probable 
that attempts 
will be made to 
appropriate 


American 
relief to the uses of the bolshevik 


regime and to filling bolshevik stomachs. The 
starving are likely to be helped in proportion 
to the favor in which they are held by the dic- 
ta torsiiip. 


- It may be difficult to prevent misinterpre- 


tation and misuse of American relief, i'or the 
Tjenjn regime is still in control of Russia. But 
what conditions and safeguards arc practicable 
should be set up and maintained. Lenin has 
been compelled to appeal for «ikl. He would 
not 
have appealed unless the situation were 


desperate. It should be possible, therefor^, to 
insist upon and enforce proper conditions of 
distribution.

opportunity to become the "parfy-of-tlip s«- 
ond part" in the "slacker publicity" plun; for- 
the very reason that too many Instances had 
previously come to light of men who had been 
listed as shirkers from duty having later been 
found to have been real heroes. Recognizing 
the unpopularity of the plan and having con- 
crete evidence from all quarters of ihe injus- 
tice of the thing to innocent; men unjustiy ac- 
cused, the order was quickly withdrawn HIH! 
the administration is hoping the public will for- 
get all about it.

Lord Bryce, in his third recent address be- 


fore the Institute of Politics at. Williams Col- 
lege, reiterates some of his former major con-

indirectly, indorses President 


Harding's famous phrase: "More business in. 
Government, and less Government in busi- 
ness." 


The distinguished publicist, averred that 


money can exercise as much illegitimate influ- 
ence in democracies as elsewhere. He took 
occasion, also, to explode a popular'misconcep- 
tion by stating that it generally is nofotrue that 
wars are made by financiers, tho they some- 
times use/their influence to the fixing of lines' 
of policy, thus turning policy in drectiohs not 
favorable to true national interests. •
